be rational, sensible; we must see all 
the factors of our problem clearly and 
must study each in all its relations. 
The great problem which organized 
society has set for itself is the train­ 
ing of men and women for efficient 
citizenship. 
The training process is 
life beyond and is not limited to the 
work of the school. 
The home and 
the church have in the past, and to 
an extent are now, important agen­ 
cies in training for citizenship, but 
this important function has of bite 
been transferred largely to the school. 
The responsibility of the teacher is 
necessarily very great. 
The problem 
is still unsolved because w*e are still 
producing a very large number of in­ 
efficient citizens. 
Of course, the school cannot be 
held responsible for all of this great 
work, hut to give instruction in the 
fundamentals of a liberal education 
is no longer sufficient.

in dan­ 
ger until they 
arrived,

to close up some business matters. 
“I would warn all 
Americans 
to 
stay away from that city 
for 
the 
present/* Mr. Richards, “not that the 
sentiment is so 
strong 
against all 
foreigners, but. there are certain to 
be more uprisings, and w hen they do 
come many will be killed. The Mexi­ 
cans will never 
become 
reconciled 
to the leadership of Huerta or Diaz,*’ 
he said, “neither will they follow th** 
leadership of any other man, for that 
matter. 
“In Mexico, which is characteristic 
of many of the I.afin-American coun­ 
tries, fighting is the principal call­ 
ing of a large percentage of the peo­ 
ple. Some native with a large ambi­ 
tion and small following will 
initi­

Taring which time Diaz was liberat­ 
ed from prison, where he had been 
since last fall, when he was captur 
f d and sent to prison by Madero. He 
saw Diaz ride triumphantly througn 
lac streets soon after the prison was 
stormed bv his followers and bis re­ 
lease effected.

London, April 3 .—Recent prosecu­ 
t i o n s under the existing English law s; 
I against blasphemy have resulted in 
j a concerted movement for their re­ 
tin a l on the ground that they are ar- 
jchaic and unfair. 
A meeting to This end was held a 
few days ago in Essex hall, the tra­ 
ditional home 
of 
religious freedom 
ir. England, which was the scene of 
a similar meeting in 1824. It was a t­ 
tended 
by 
many 
clergymen 
and 
prominent secularists, who all joined 
in denouncing the laws and demand­ 
ing their abolition. A resolution de­ 
manded their early repeal, asserting 
that they were “ferocious anti inhu­ 
man,” aud an infringement 
of 
the 
great principles of civil and religious 
liberty. 
Copeland Bow ie, who dei ar*-*! he 
spoke as a sincere friend of religion, 
denounced these 
existing 
anti-blas- 
Phemy statutes because of the un­ 
just discrimination 
in their enforce­ 
ment. He said that if a fellow of an 
Oxford college, a distinguished mem­ 
ber of parliament, or an eminent lit­ 
erary man cared to blaspheme, 
in 
learned and forcible language, thor* 
was little chance of being prosecut­ 
ed and imprisoned, but if a working 
man on a street corner or In a pub­ 
lic park gave expression to the sam** 
view's in crude or foolish language, 
he was baled before a court and fre­ 
quently sentenced to a considerable 
term of imprisonment.

A number of cases 
for 
damages 
arising out of the sinking a year ago 
of the Titanic are to be brough’ in 
the English courts by relatives of 
passengers who 
lost 
their lives in 
that disaster. 
The amounts claimed will be noth­ 
ing like those with which the A m ri- 
can courts will 
be 
called upon to 
deal. 
There 
is 
no! 
way, 
how­ 
ever, of estimating them accurately, 
because in England, unlike America. 
few’ of the 
claimants 
mention an; 
specific sum, leaving it to the courts 
to award what they 
think proper. 
Among those who will take action 
in England are relatives of Russians 
and Scandinavians who 
went down 
with the ship. 
A few’ test cases 
will 
be heard 
first in order to arrive at a basis for 
the subsequent trials. Ordinarily the 
law’ limits the amount claimable to 
$75 per ton of the ship’s gross ton­ 
nage. Should this apply to the case 
of th© Titanic the total liability of 
the White Star company would not 
exceed $3,500,000. The attorneys fur 
the claimants will contend that this 
law’ does not apply in this case.
